Sec. 1. 1951 ¢ 144 s 1 (uncodified) is anended to read as foll ows:
The departnent of |abor and industries upon the request of the
secretary of defense of the United States or the ((ehat+man)) secretary

of the United States ((atemec—energy—commsston)) departnent of energy,

nay in its discretion approve ((e%—p%eﬂH#ga%e—ma%—p%eree%s—+asa%aﬂee
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hereafter—providefor—andnoet—oetherwse)) special insuring agreenents

providing industrial insurance coverage for workers engaged in the
performance of work, either directly or indirectly, for the United
States, regarding projects and contracts at the Hanford Nuclear
Reservati on. The agreenents need not conform to the requirenents
specified in the industrial insurance law of this state if the
departnent finds that the application of the plan will effectively aid
the national interest. The departnment may also approve or direct
changes or nodifications of the agreenents as it deens necessary.

An _agreenent entered into under this section remains in full force
and effect for as long as the departnent deens it necessary to
acconplish the purposes of this section.
